After several years of persistent and 
continuous effort, Charles Vogellue, tbe 
Democratic leader lo the second district 
of tbe First Ward, bae succeeded lo 
obta in ing official recognition of n fir* 
company In bis dlstrlot. Several years 
ago Mr. Vogellua appeared before tb* 
Town Council with bis project for a Ora 
company east of tbe caoal.^ He sub¬ 
mitted a Hat of names of meo In his 
district who were willing to serve as 
volunteer flremeD, aod be gave assur¬ 
ances tbat the company would be 
maintained in a manner that would be 
of but alight expense to tbe taxpayers. 
Then, ne now, Mr. Vogellue maintained 
tbat the pressing need of the locality 
be represented was fire protection. 

Tbe Counell refused to authorize tbe 
eetabllabmeot of an additional fire 
company, and acted lo aucb ao emphatic 
manner that U was taken for granted 
that Mr. Vogellua and bla proposed Are 
company were completely extinguished. 

Mr. Vogellue, disappointed but not 
uodauoted by bis defeat, simply deter¬ 
mined to await another aod more 
favorable opportunity for tbe revival 
of tbe scheme. With tbe advent ol 
Herbert C. Farraod Into tbe Council 
the opportunity desired by Mr. Vugellus 
arrived. A particular seal aod loyalty 
la sod to the oeeda and desire* of bis 
Immediate constituency has ever been 
characteristic of Mr. Farrand'e career 
In tbe Oouooll, aod be aod Mr. Vogellas 
were one at heart In tbe matter of fire 
protection for tbe Mootgomeiy district. 
With a friend lo court It became an 
natter for Mr. Vogellua to gain 
bla end, aod when tb* Town Gouocll oo 
Monday night voted to ezpeod 11,500 
towards creating an additional lire 
company, Mr. YogMIus wax ooe of tb# 
happiest man lo town.
